Hewey, a farmer, who has been Bit- 
ting on the veranda of his home In the 
woods for the past week, ended his 
vigil yesterday afternoon by shooting 
through the heart the wife who had 
left him, then lodging another bullet 
In the heart of the horse

was 


driving, and finally killing himself. 


For hours the. dead bodies lay un- 


disturbed, the wagon blocking the 
unfrequented road, and the dead hus- 
band still sitting on the veranda glar- 
ing with unseeing eyes. 


At dusk,

shadows, an automobile, filled ..ith 
laughing tourists, shot along the road. 
The car whirled around .a curve'and 
suddenly stopped, narrowly escaping 
a collision with 
the 
carriage that 


blocked the way.

They shouted from the automobile 


and then waited for the vehicle to pull 
DUt and let them by. Then one of the 
men In the auto Jumped out 
and 


walked to the carriage. 


His shout i brought the rest of the 


party to him. They saw the woman, 
her hands Btlll grasping the reins, 
sitting bolt upright In the carriage. 
Her white waist was stained red over 
the left breast.

Sprawled across the road lay the 


horse. 
The horse had been Instantly 


killed. 


The motorists were at a loss to ac- 


count for the conditions. 
Finally one 


saw the house through a break In the 
trees, and the entire party ruahed to- 
ward It, thinking to summon assist- 
ance. 


On the veranda they found a man. 


He was still sitting in his rocking 
chair, the butt of the rifle resting on 
the floor between hla feet, and the 
barrel, pressing against his breast, 
propping him hack In the chair, Juut 
as he had arranged It when he shot 
the last bullet into his own heart. 


In n panic of fear the automobile 


party raced back to PerkinsvIIle and 
notified the authorities, then continu- 
ing on their trip. 


.Hewey, who had been seen by many 


for some time sitting on his 
front 


porch, waiting, his rifle across his 
knees, had come to Perklnsvllle from 
Springfield, Vt., two years ago with 
his wife. 


Her maiden name is unknown here, 


nud but little Is known of either hus- 
band or wife. It was kpown, however, 
that Hewey had secured his wife by 
advertising. He had Inserted a matri- 
monial offer In a newspaper, stating 
that he possessed a good farm and 
wanted to share it with an acceptable 
member of the opposite ser.

ern woman and sent for her. 
She be- 


came Mrs. Nancy Hewey.

of the romantic manner of courtship, 
the married life of the couple seema 
to have been unhappy.

According to his own figures, filed 


In obedience to the legislative act re- 
quiring a public statement of a candi- 
date's expense account, Sibley spent 
$17,000 In Warren coun'.y'to secure 
his nomination and in the entire dis- 
trict $42,500, which, according to 
population, averaged $4 per.vote. This 
expense account is being Investigated'. 


Sibley was forced into the lime- 


light during W; R. Hearst's campaign 
tor president, when Hearst published 
letters showing that Vice President 
Afchbold of the Standard Oil com- 
pany had credited Sibley with large 
sums for "legislative 
services ren- 


dered."

Sibley,:now in his Cist year,, says he 
has heart trouble and 'expresses the 
opinion that the days of his physical 
activities are numbered.
